Speaking to newsmen at his 


forward headquarters in Ham 
Nghi, Lt. Gen. Hoang Xuan 
Lam said his troops had ad- 
vanced to road junctions at Ban 
Dong, Muong Nong and Sepone. 


Sepone, a main supply hub on 


the trail 25 miles inside Laos, 
was reported taken by South 
Vietnamese 
troops Saturday. 


Ban Dong is about halfway be- 
tween the border and Sepone, 
on east-west Highway 9, while 
Muong Nong is 20 miles south 
of Ban Dong. 


Lam said the enemy supply 


trail was well defended by ar- 
tillery, 
antiaircraft 
batteries 


and engineers. 


"Prior to our progress into 


Laos," he continued, "the trail 
would be repaired within hours 
after an air strike, but our 
presence there makes repair 
impossible. 


"We also discovered a pipe- 


line which supplied enemy con- 
voys with fuel. There had been 
thousands of vehicles operating 
on the trail, but the presence of 
our troops has caused a sharp 
decline in vehicular 
traffic. 


Since the occupation of Sepone 
and Base Area 914, enemy ve- 
hicle traffic has been reduced 
to a minimum." 


The commander praised the 


U.St air support in LaosT espe- 
cially the strikes by B52s and 
fighter-bombers in the drive on 
Sepone. He said 300 to 400 ene- 
my bodies had been found and 
more than 30 antiaircraft guns 
had been knocked out at Sepone 
by air strikes.

U.S. air support," Lam said. 


Waves of U.S. warplanes kept 


up heavy attacks on the Ho Chi 
Minn trail today as the allied 
campaign in Laos began its 
fifth week. 


A South Vietnamese commu- 


nique said troops of the 1st In- 
fantry Division sweeping five 
miles southeast of Sepone found 
the bodies of 112 North Viet- 
namese soldiers killed by U.S. 
B52 heavy bombers.

was reported. 


For the second consecutive 


day, 
sources said U.S. war- 


planes flew about 1,000 mis- 
sions in Laos, Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. About half of 
the force was composed of 
strike aircraft, the rest were 
combat support air craft.

the strike missions were in di- 
rect support of the 20,000 South 
Vietnamese troops operating in 
southern Laos from the border 
to Sepone, the major enemy 
transshipment point 25 miles 
west of the border.

Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that a judgment awarded 
to Circuit Judge Russell C. Rob- 
erts in a Faulkner County land 
condemnation case was twice as 
large as what was warranted 
by the evidence. 


The Supreme Court said Rob- 


erts could accept a judgment of 
$57,000 within 17 days, as com- 
pared to the $113,300 the jury 
had awarded, or the case would 
be sent back for a new trial. 


The decision came after the 


second trial involving 9.63 acres 
of land the state Highway Com- 
mission condemned on June 6, 
1966, 
for right of way for the 


construction of Interstate 40. 


The high court held that in 


the first trial, the testimony of 
experts in behalf of Judge Rob- 
erts was based on sales of land 
not comparable to the Roberts 
property. The trial verdict was 
reversed. 


In the second trial, expert 


witnesses used different land 
transactions,

Jimmy "The Greek" Snyder,

The fight will be shown on 
closed circuit television in 370 
locations in the United States, 
plus additional ones in Canada 
and the United Kingdom.

dren' invading the Haight-Ash- 
bury district during the mid- 
1960s," said David P. Roche, 
head of the police department's 
legal affairs office. "Now we've 
got the 'garbage children' scat- 
tered all over the city. 


They've squatted with their 


vans, trucks, campers, buses 
and cars in some of the most 
scenic areas near marinas, wa- 
terfronts, beaches and parks. 


To combat the problem, the 


police and health departments 
will ask the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors to enact a 
new police code section barring 
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anyone 
from 
living 
in 
the 


parked 
vehicles 
between 10 


p.m. and 6 a.m. 


Violators would be liable to a 


maximum fine of $1,000 and six 
months in jail. 


"It is aimed solely at squat- 


ters who take up residency in 
their vehicles on the streets. 
parks and other public places," 
Roche said. 


"It would not affect legiti- 


mate tourists and families trav- 
eling in campers, trailers or 
autos, who usually do not camp 
out like gypsies in a metropoli- 
tan city," he added. "They 
could still come here and park 
while they sight-see or visit." 


A health department spokes- 


man said the practice of squatt- 
ing in vehicles began about two 
years ago. 


"There's no garbage collec- 


tion for these nomads," Roche 
said, "so either they just throw 
the stuff out for the rats or 
they use street receptacles, 
which means the city is doing 
their garbage collecting 
for 


them.

Shelves That Serve Needs 


By MR. FIX 


There's no such thing as 


a house with enough shelf 
space, unless it's an empty 
h o u s e . Live in a house 
awhile and you will soon find 
that there are not nearly 
enough shelves. 


Even those that came with 


the house may not be what 
you want or need. The build- 
er of your house had no way 
of knowing w h e t h e r you 
wanted shelves hidden or 
displayed or what you might 
put on them. 


For the same reasons don't 


go about slapping up shelves 
until you determine what you 
w a n t them to hold. Plan 
carefully, whether you put 
up the shelves yourself or 
have the job done. 


Whether it is books, hat 


boxes or cans of paint, what 
you put on the shelves will 
determine 
their 
size 
and 


strength. 
. If; the s h e l v e s are for.| 
books, figure an 8-inch shelf' 
as a minimum size. This size 
will take care of most books 
but if you can, put up some 
10- or 12-inch s lie 1 v e s for 
oversize books. 


If the shelves are in a fixed 


position, vary the distance 
between them. If they are 
adjustable you can vary the 
height as you fill them. Re- 
member lo allow some finger 
room for pulling out books, 
at least an inch or more. 
Place the wider shelves at 
the bottom, 
the 
narrower 


ones at the top. 


Long-playing records may 


be 12 inches in diameter but 
in their cardboard jackets 
they measure a quarter inch 
more all around, so allow ac- 
cordingly.

start with raw wood. Let 
your pocketbook be y o u r 
guide. The thicker the shelf, 
the less likely it will sag, but 
remember e x t r a supports 
will always take care of sag- 
ging problems. 


Shelves used in basement 


and garage can be made of 
the cheapest grade of sound 
lumber. Use economy grades 
for closet shelves. You will 
want attractive shelves in 
the living room, but remem- 
ber that if you paint them 
don't buy the best grade of 
lumber — you will only be 
covering it up. 


Shelf mounting hardware 


has become v a r i e d and 
sophisticated. The old-fash- 
ioned shelf b r a c k e t still 
exists, not only in its original 
form but disguised as hand- 
some woodwork as well. You 
can buy brackets that do not 
go r i g h t on the wall but 
which fit in mounting strips 
that are in turn fastened to 
the wall. 


Remember, too, that you 


can put up vertical supports 
of lumber and simply fasten 
wooden c l e a t s on these. 
Cleats can be cut from short

Hawkins Has 
Changed Locks 
on Office 
MORRILTON, Ark. (AP) - 


Sheriff Marlin Hawkins of Con- 
way County said Saturday night 
that he had changed the locks 
on the sheriff's office to pre- 
vent the State Police from en- 
tering the office. 


"This action will prevent any 


unauthorized person from en- 
tering my office after work 
hours, thus preserving the of- 
ficials records therein," Hawk- 
ins said. "In order to take 
further precautions I have em- 
ployed a guard to watch the 
records 
during off working 


hours. 


"It is a sad day in Arkansas 


when you are forced to pad- 
lock the doors to the sheriff's 
office to prevent a State Police 
director and a certain State Po- 
lice trooper from conspiring 
and removing the official rec- 
ords from my office for which 
I am responsible," Hawkins 
said in a prepared statement. 


Hawkins has charged that 


Col. 
Ralph Scott, director of 


the State Police, violated a 
state law by taking 400 traffic 
tickets from Hawkins' office, 
including about 100 belonging 
to the county. 


He asked for an apology and 


a 
retraction 
of 
statements 


made by Scott. 


Scott had said Wednesday 


that he had turned over the 
tickets 
to 
Prosecutor 
Alex 


Streett of Russellville because 
the tickets apparently had not 
been docketed 
in Municipal 


Court at Morrilton. 


In a news conference Satur- 


day afternoon, Streett said he 
did not plan to file an informa- 
tion against Scott concerning 
the tickets as requested by 
Hawkins. 


Streett said in a letter to 


Hawkins that he could not see 
that Scott had violated an Ar- 
kansas law prohibiting obtain- 
ing public documents with the 
intent of injuring anyone. 


In the letter, the prosecutor 


told Hawkins he still had two 
avenues of action open to him. 


He said Hawkins could ask 


the grand jury to investigate 
the matter, but Streett said it 
would be his duty as prosecutor 
to present the case to the jury. 


"Since I don't believe there 


was any violation, I would not 
present the matter to the grand 
jury unless they asked me," 
Streett said. 


He also said that Hawkins 


could obtain a warrant to ar- 
rest Scott by showing that Scott 
had violated the law. 


"I would caution that prior to 


taking any such action you con- 
sult private council of your 
choice," Streett said. 


Streett said that Scott "ap- 


parently sent one of his troop- 
ers to get an undisclosed num- 
ber of State Police tickets." 


"This was done for the pur- 


pose of determining why there 
had not been a judicial disposi- 
tion of the tickets," Streett said 
in the letter. 


Streett said that when Scott 


received the tickets and had 
found the county tickets, he 
immediately asked the prosecu- 
tor what action to take. Streett 
said he told Scott to send the 
county and the state tickets to 
his office for investigation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - "Yes, 


Maureen, there is a sham- 
rock," says the National Geog- 
raphic Society. "The trouble is 
no one, least of all the Irish, 
can decide which plant should 
bear the honored name." 


Eight 
varieties 
of

leaved plants are commonly 
and dotmatically called 
the 


"true" shamrock—"chosen leaf 


of bard and chief," the society 
says in a St. Patrick's week re- 
port. 


It seems Nathaniel Colgan, a 


member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, tried to settle the 
question in 1891 by appealing to 
all of Ireland's 32 counties for 
specimens of the one and only 
shamrock. 


From 
21 counties Colgan 


turned up four distrinct spe- 
cies: White clover, small yel- 
low hop clover, red clover and 
black medic. 


Other strong contenders, the 


society says, are zig-zag clover, 
wood sorrel, bird's-foot, trefoil 
and a currently popular selec- 
tion, yellow-flowered clover. 


Botanists usually hedge by 


listing two or three of the eight 
as probable shamrocks. But in 
1952, 
the society said, a publi- 


cation called the official Flora 
of the British Isles avoided the 
controversy like poison ivy. The 
Shamrock was dropped as a 
plant designation. 


Irish growers, showing no fa- 


voritism, ship several varieties 
of shamrocks to the United 
States for St. Patrick's Day, 
the society said. 


Despite the arguments, the 


society said, "almost everyone 
agrees that St. Patrick himself 
made the shamrock immortal. 
Ireland's patron saint, the story 
goes, picked a shamrock to il- 
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lustrate to a pagan leader the 
doctrine of the Trinity. He con- 
verted 
the chieftain on the 


spot." 


Eating instead of wearing the 


green was an Irish custom for 
centuries after St. Patrick. The 
Society added that in his 16th 
century history of Ireland, Ed- 
mund Campion wrote: "sham- 
rotes, watercresses and other 
heroes they feed upon; oatmele 
and butter they cramme togeth- 
er." 
. The authorities 
even 
dis- 


agreed on which was the edible 
shamrock.
